The Encyclopedia Canadiana (10 volumes, Grolier, Toronto) 
and the Canada Year Book (Queens’s Printer, Ottawa) are invalu- 
able starting points in studying Ontario’s history and geography, 
its economic and industrial development and potential, and the 
significance of the province within the Canadian Confederation. 
School and community libraries are best suited to give indi- 
vidual guidance for additional reading, taking into account the 
specific project and the age of the student.
